But time forbids further consider*! 
tion of national affairs. 
The Demo­ 
cratic party of Indiana .stands ready 
to give an account of its official con­ 
duct. 
It has been in power under the 
present administration about one year 
and two months: and its official and 
legislative records either commend or 
condemn it. 
It is for the }>eople to 
render the verdict after considering 
all the evidence. 
The election of 1912 resulted in a 
legislature almost .solidly Democratic.

sive measures, were enacted, and crit­ 
ics at home and abroad have pro­ 
nounced them equal if not superior to 
any laws of the kind in the other 
states. Two of these laws are the pub­ 
lic utilities act and the vocational ed- 


Thomas Jefferson, the patron saint 
of Democracy in this country, was also 
the advocate of an educated Democ­ 
racy. 
He knew that the security of 
free government depended upon the 
Intelligence of the people. No man did 
more In his day to provide educational 
advantage*-; for the masses than he did. 
His enthusiasm for common schools, 
for higher educational institutions and 
for a well equipped 
citizenship has 
been inherited by the polit ira I party 
Holding to his philosophy. 
The Democratic party of Indiana has 
a consistent record in educational mat 
ters. 
The Constitutional Convention 
of TSAI was Democratic, and that body 
indicated the zeal of that party for an 
educated people when the convention, 
in Article VHI of the Constitution, de­ 
clared: 
"It shall be th*- duty of the General 
Assembly to encourage by all suitable 
means, moral, intellectual, scientific 
and agricultural improvements, and to 
provide by law for a general and uni­ 
form 
system 
of 
common 
schools, 
wherein the tuition shall be without 
i barge, and equally open to all.” 
Yielding cd . dienre to this mandate 
of the organic law of the state, the 
Democratic party has never lost an op 
port unity 
to 
enact 
laws 
consistent 
therewith to improve the public schools 
and promote facilities for education. 
Among the laws standing to the credit 
of the Democrat ii' Legislatures are the 
uniform text book laws for both the 
elementary and high schools, saving 
annually to the people thousands of 
dollars; the first pension law for teach­ 
ers, and its later extensions; the med­ 
ical inspection 
and 
sanitary school 
buildings and play grounds; the mak­ 
ing of fire drills compulsory; the mod- 
i ideation of the minimum wage law’ to 
increase the salaries of experienced 
teachers; Improvement of compulsory 
education law: the establishment of 
the office of high school inspector, en­ 
abling the state to maintain a system 
of secondary schools of greater serv­ 
ice to the youth of the state; and the 
increasing of tax rate so that Indiana 
University, Purdue University and the 
State Normal School may with more 
efficiency do the great work they ar** 
designed to accomplish free from finan 
etal embarrassment. 
In harmony with this record, the 
last session of the General Assembly 
performed the master stroke by the 1 
enactment of the Vocational Education 
Law. 
There is some truth 
in the 
charge that only the children able to 
i pay the necessary expenses caused by 
being away from home at college get 
the benefit of sin h schools, but not so 
with this law. 
It affords opportunity 
alike to the youth of the hut and the 
i youth of the mansion to train their 
minds and skill ^their hands in equip- 
ping themselves to do those things 
they are best adapted to do. 
It will 
help a boy to find himself and thus 
connect him up properly with society. 
Misfits in life are warts or parasites 
upon the social organism. 
Superin- ; 
tendent Charles Greathouse, in speak- j 
ing of the Vocational Education act, 
said; 
“Since the establishment of the pub­ 
lic school system no law has ever i 
been enacted that will have as great ; 
an influence on the educational and so­ 
cial life of the people of Indiana as the 
vocational law.” 


promptly the states

The last legislature passed the nego­ 
tiable instrument law that had previ

The legislature of 1913 took a nee 
essary step toward an improved high­ 
way system. 
Grafting in working out 
road tax has been very largely elim­ 
inated and a better law’ given the peo­ 
ple for the maintenance of the high­ 
ways. although much is yet to be don** 
in dealing wisely with this important 
question. 
The earnest demand lias long been 
made for an adequate housing law’, but 
those in whose interest such a law 
was desired were too feeble to over­ 
come the opposition thereto of power 
fill influences. 
The Democratic party 
took its stand with those powerless 
to protect themselves and did a real 
service 
for 
humanity 
through 
this 
piece of legislation. 
The loan shark law of 191.3 will, if 
officers in cities and towns do their 
duty, shield misfortune against greed. 
The motor registration and license 
law of 191", without oppressing any­ 
one. will raise a considerable sum to 
be returned to counties for road pur­ 
poses. 
The 191.1 session gave to the state 
a county tuberculosis hospital 
law. 
therein putting it within the power of 
a county at its option to combat the 
white plague. 
It is difficult to indicate the imj>or* 
ranee of the penal farm law of 1911 
providing for the confinement of short 
term prisoners. Criminologists are en­ 
thusiastic over this piece of legisla 
tion and believe it will go far toward 
solving the jail problem. 
The rural buillding and loan asso 
elation law’, tin* requirement for the 
publicity of franchises, a new regis­ 
tration law’, a new corrupt practice 
act, the enlargement of the bureau of 
legislative information for the more 
careful preparation in drafting legis­ 
lation, and the creation of the depart­ 
ment of archives and history to pro­ 
tect and preserve the important his 
torical documents of the state, were 
all enacted by the legislature of 191.3 


Labor Laws. 


Labor and capital are indispensable 
to the public progress. 
Their relation 
to one another is very much like that 
of friends mutually dependent upon 
on** another. 
The state in its efforts 
to 
promote the

of man 
should demand justice between these 
two great civilizing forces. 
Without 
labor there is no increment for capital. 
Discord between them is a public enc 
my, and the destruction of either lr 
the other will be tile maelstrom of 
civilization.
